Chief on the Stand Denies All

After an investigation extending over 
nine days the Coroner’s jury in the 
Christian, Brothers’ College fire inquest 
thie afternoon returned a verdict of ac- 
cident in the cases of the six fireme., 
two Christian brothers and two college 
employes killed in the fire Oct. 6. No 
one was held responsible for ordering 
the firemen into the dangerous central! 
portion of the building where they tosc 
‘their lives. 

The verdict was supplemented by 
following statement, signed by the jur- 
ors: . ’ 

“In rendcring our verdict we desire tc 
express our feelings as regards a state- 
ment issued by the Fire Preyention 
Committee of the Business Men's 
League, signed by H. C. Henley and 
other members of the committee an! 
published in daily papers; also the pe- 
-thions circulated among firemen by H. 
C. Henley, James Smith and others. 

‘In our opinion this action was a gross 
insult to the intelligence of this jury, 
reflected on the motives of the Coroner 
and seriously interfered with his exam- 
ination of members of the Fire Depart- 
ment and should not have been done 
until after the verdict of this jury was 
rendered.’’ 

Fire Chicf H@nderson, testifying for 
: the first time at the inquest, in the 
morning, said that he gave no orders 
which sent firemen into the central por- 
tion of the building where six of them 
were killed. When he saw that the main

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SWINDLER ROCHETTE 
FOUND IN FRENCH ARMY 


Notorious Parisian, Who Disap- 
peared When Free on Bail, En- 
listed Early in War.

PARIS, Oct. 18.—The disappearance of | 
the notorious Henri Rochette, who was 
sentenced to three years’ imprisonment 
in 1912 in connection with vast bucket- 
shop swindles; has been cléared up by 
his arrest at Granville. Under the name 
of Georges Bienaimee, Rochette enlisted 
in the army in Paris as a motor cyclist 
in the first month of the war and was 
stationed at Amiens. 

The Rochette case was one of the most 
sensational in the history of the Krench 
courts. Rochette was arrested in 1908, 
charged with swindling on an enormous 
scale. His operations involved a sum 
of more than $20,000,000 and at his sub- 
sequent trial it was stated that some 
of the most prominent men in French 
public life had been either his dupes or 
accomplices. A parliamentary inquiry 
was made into charges that Antoine 
Monis, former Premier, and Joseph Cail- 
laux, former Minister of Finance, were 
exerting their influence to protect the 
promoter. 

Rochette disappeared while out on 
bail and succeeded in reaching Mexico, 
where, it was said, he was welcomed 
by Francisco Madero, then President, 
to.whom he was reported. to have ren- 
dered valuable services. The French 
Government demanded his extradition, 
but Rochette was warned in time and 
made a sensational escape from the po- 
lice. Since that time his whereabouts 
have been unknown. 

The Rochette case was revived in 1914, 
when Gaston Calmette, editor of the 
Figaro, was shot to death by the wife of 
M. Caillaux. The shooting was the re- 


sult of violent attacks made on Caillaux 
in the Figaro, and among the charges 
brought by Calmette was the old scan- 
dal of the former Minister's alleged con- 
nection with Rochette.

PREAT CROWD AT 
PAPE GIRARDEAU 


Speaker Himself Estimates At- 
_tendance at 15,000; Mention 
of Wilson Repeatedly 
Cheered.

CAPE GIRARDEAU, Mo., Oct. 18.— 
Democrats of Southeast Missouri are 


1greatly elated ‘today over the remark- 
able attendance at yesterday’s rally, 
"when Former Secretary of State Bryan, 
i l'red D. Gardner and Gov. E. W. Major 
spoke. Even Republicans admit that 
no other political gathering in this 
section of the State since the campaign 
began has been equal to it either in 
size or in enthusiasm. 
_ An audience which Bryan himself es- 
‘timated at 15,000 gave the Nebraskan 
breathless attention at the fair grounds 
in the afternoon and all who could get 
within hearing distance remained for 
Col. Gardner's talk. At night, although 
it was chilly for an open-air meeting, 
thousands stood for almost two hours 
while Gov. Major defended his ad- 
ministration. 
| The outstanding fact was that it was 
a Woodrow Wilson crowd. Every men- 
tion of the President’s name brought 
instant cheering. Most of those pres- 
ent seemed to be farmers, some of 
whom came as far as from Dunklin, 
Femiscot, Mississippi and Butler coun- 
ties.

William Inglis Tells of Forecast 
In Article‘on “Helping to 
Make President:” 


———— ee 


How William Jennings Bryan in 191) 
predicted his own failure. to serve ,out 
his term in President Wilson's Cabinet 
is related by William Inglis in the last 
of a series of articles entitied “Helping 
to Make a President,” in’ the curren: 
issue of Collier's. Inglis quotes the 
Commoner as saying to Col. George Har- 
vey, then editor of Harper’ s:’**The sinm- 
ple fact is that Wilson is’ an autocrat by 
trdining. He has béen déaling as* mas- 
ter with schoolboys all his life until now 
he has reached a point where he cannot 
meet anybody on a basis of equality. If 
he should be elected President, every- 
body else would have to be a servant. 
Neither you nor I nor anybody else hav- 
ing self-respect could serve a full term in 
his Cabinet. And when he got through 
there wouldn't bg any Democratic party 
left. There: might be a Wilson party, 
but the old Democracy would be gone. 

Commoner Helping Wilson. 

Bryan, Inglis writes, made this state- 
meit in urging Harvey to commit him- 
self exclusively to Wilson for the presi- 
The Commoner now is engaged 
in a series of campaign speeches in Pres- 
ident Wilson’s behalf in various states. 

The final article tells how the boon:

for Wilson, launched by Harvey thr@ugl: ; 


pubHolty in Harper's, outgrew its spon- 
sors and became a thing of power, no 
longer dependent upon the nursery 
methods described by Inglis in the twv 
preceding artioles. -These'told how Har- 
vey introduced Wilson to men in political 
power, to’ the voters and finally to the 
delegates to the Democratic State. con- 
vention of New Jersey at Trenton, which 
had just nominated Wilson for Gover- 
nor, although host ‘df the delegates had 
never seen him. 

It describes the transition. of Wilson 
from’ “earnest, hard-hitting Neighbor 
Wilson, going home tired, happy and 
not too confident from the convention at 
Trenton’? to the man who bluntly told 
Harvey, in the midst of the campaign 
for - his - nomination. to the presidency, 
that the support of Harper was injuring 
his chances for election. Already Gov. 
Wilson had beaten Senator James Smith 
of New Jersey when Smith tried to be 
re-elected to the Senate, after having ex- 
erted a telling influence tn Wilson’s be- 
half in the State convention. 

Harvey Wanted Interview. 

The first sign of Wilson’s growing in- 
dependence seen by Inglis was when 
Harvey, in the fall of 1911, sent him to 
tell the Governor that Harvey desired 


‘{an interview with him on political ques- 


tions. and was willing to meet him at 
any place and time suited to Wilson’s 
convenience. Wilson declined to see 
Harvey on the ground that he was tired 
from campaigning and “‘must have my 
sieep.’’ 

Then the writer takes up the memor- 
able ‘“‘throwdown” of Harvey by the 
man whom he had taken from the ob- 
scurity of scholarly pursuits and set 
on the path to the presidency. The day 
following the meeting at the Manhattan 
Club,.Harvey summoned Inglis and said 
to him, the writer says: “I had a talk 
with’ Gov. Wilson yesterday and with 
Col. - Watterson. Mr. Wilson said that 
the young men who have started his 
publicity bureau think the ‘Weekly’s’ 
(Harper's) advocacy of his candidacy ig 
doing more harm than good. So, of 
course, I said I would stop it.’’ 

Conversation Noted Later. 

Some time later Harvey, when the con- 
troversy between Watterson and Gov. 
Wilson was in progress, in response to a 
request from Watterson, had Inglis take 
down his recollection of exactly what 
passed at the Manhattan Club. The ex- 
uct conversation and events as Harvey 
repeated them and Inglis wrote them 
down, were as follows: 

G. H.: Is there anything left of 
that cheap talk during the guberna- 
torial campaign about my advocat- 
ing you on behalf of ‘‘the interests?’’ 

W. .W.: (with great’ positiveness): 
Yes, there is. JY lunched today with 
two of the young men in my literary 
bureau, and they both declared it 
was having a serious effect in the 
West. I did not ask them for the in- 
formation,’ They volunteered it. 

G. H.: Have. you thought of any 
way to counteract this harmful ef- 
fect? 

W. W.: T have not. In fact, I am 
greatly perplexed to know how to 
do it. I have been able to satisfy 
those I could reach, but’ there are 
thousands, of course, whom we can- 
not reach—I have not yet been able 
to devise a way to meet the situa- 
tion. 

G. H.: Is there anything I can -do, 
except, of course, to stop advocating 
your nomination? 

Ww. W.: I think not. 
can’t think. of anything. 

G. H.: Then I will simply sing low. 

(Pause. Silence from W. W.) 

Col. H. W.: Yes, that’s the only 
thing to do. The power of silence 
is very great—— For myself, too, I 
shall not say a word for the present. 

(Quite a long pause.) 

W. W.: Good day, gentlemen: 

(H. W. and G. H. nod responses.) 

(Exit W. W.) 

Later, letters were exchanged between 
Harvey and Wilson tn which Wilson 
apologized for his bluntness and Har- 
vey assured him that “there is no parti- 
cle of persona! rancor or resentment left 
in me.’’ These letters already have been 
published.
